PUTTING UP SALARIES. 


County Offiicers Moving for 


Increased Compensation. 


AN ORGANIZATION EFFECTED 


For the Purpose of Increasing the 
Pay of Almost Every County 
Official—Details of the 

- Proposed “Grab.” 


A “salary grab” isanold thing. It is a 
feature of almost every session of the Legis- 
lature. But it seems that at this session an 

is to be made to increase the ¢on- 


pensation of the county officers of this 


county in a way that will make the taxpay- 
rs groan in anguish. 

An organization has been perfected to 
have the County Government Bill so amena- 
ed as to increase the compensation of near- 
ly every county officer in the county, and 
also to fix the number of deputies he shall 
be allowed, and maming the salary they 
shall receive, 

In the Sheriff’s office the bill fixes the fol- 
lowing salaries: Sheriff, $6000; under sher- 
iff, $2400; book-keeper, $1800; assistant 


. book-keeper, $1500; deputy for each Supe- 


rior Court, $1200; deputy on foreclosure and 
execution and sale, $1200; deputy for 
District Attorney’s office, $1200; 
deputy for civil work, $1200; two 
Geputies for criminal work, each $1200; 
deputy for transportation, $1200; jailer, 
$1500; assistant jailor, $1200: second assist- 
ant jallor, $1020; third assistant jailor, $900; 
matron, $600. 

In the District Attorney’s office the fol- 
cores salaries are recommended by the

In the Geunty Auditor’s office salaries 
would be fixed as foliows:

Tue County Recorder’s oflice under the 
revised provisions of the law would pay 
Salaries as follows: 

Recorder, $4000; chief deputy, $2100; two 
index clerks, ech, $1500; floor walker and 
mailing clerk, $900: chief i copying 
department, $1200; draftsman, $1500; two 
comparers, each $1200. 

The Tax Collector’s office would pay 
the following salaries: 

Tax Collector, $4500; chief deputy, #2400; 
cashier, $1800; fifteen assistants during 
November, December and January, per 
month, $100; three assistants, for the 
Dalance of year, per month, $100. And 
any additional help required in this office 
to be supplied at the will and pleasure of 
the Board of Supervisors. 

The County Assessur’s office would re- 
9 ire the following salaries: Assessor, 

, and that he shoula be allowed com- 
missions on the collection of poll and per: 
-8onal property tax, and that if said com- 
missions on the poli and property tax are 
not allowed, that be should have a larger 
salary; also a chief deputy at $150 per 
month, 

Under the provisions of the new bill the 
County Treasurer’s office would pay the fol- 
lowing salaries: Treasurer, $5500; two dep- 
uties per month for both, $250, 

The County School Superintendent de- 
sires a bureau created paying the following 
salaries; School Superintendent’s salary, 

; achief or visiting deputy, $1800; a 
-keeper, $1500; a stenographer, £900, 

The Surveyor, Public Administrator and 
Coroner ask for no material change as to 
salaries, as the compensation of all three po- 
sitions aré fees. 

‘The endeavor to push a bill through 
which would make such amendments to 
the county government actas would effect 
the changes in salaries as above stated. is 
vigorous and active. The salaries are in- 
creased on al! sides, in every office and in 
every instance possible. en, too, the 
force of deputies is named in several de- 
pOctanEnen, and their salaries fixed, taking 

rom the Board of Supervisors the dis- 
cretionary power now lodged in them, as 
vo deputies and their éalaries. 

This whole bill bas been quietly pre- 
parea and forwarded to Sacrament, the 
evident intention being to have it enacted 
in a still, quiet way. Then the tax-payers 
of the county could wake up some morning 
and find their burdens increased to a very 
comfortable figure. lt would have been a 
very joyful surprise. 

But the Board of Supervisors happened 
accidentally to hear of this little, ‘salary 
grab,” and they concluded to take a hand 

un the matter themselves. It was decided 
that some changes in the matter of salaries 


| Was necessary, but the figures, as proposed 


by the county officers themselves, were in 
many cases excessive. 

Finally a decision was arrived at, and 
yesterday the following letter was for- 
warded to the representatives of this county 
in the Senate and Assembly: 

UVBAR Sir: The ucdersigned, members 
of the Board of Supervisors of Los Angeles 
county, after careful! considering the 
wants of the various officers of tbe county, 
in relation tothe contemplated change of 
the “County Government Bill” at the pres- 
ent session of the Legislature, respectfully 
suggest, as follows:

#3600; one chief deputy, not to exceed, per

THE RAILROADS. 


How the San Diegans Will 
Evade the Law. 


GOSSIP ABOUT THE SANTA FE 
4 
A Southern Pacific Branch—Rain 
and Railroads—Excursion Busl- | 
ness—The Pennsylva- 
nia Train. 


Newspaper writers every few days make 
Statements tothe effect that the Santa Fé 
cumpany is negotiating for the purchase of 
this or that road. These stories are coming 
so thick and fast that officials who are most 
directly interested, and should be the best- 
informed, no longer go to the trouble of 
making denials. President Manvel’s state- 
ment that his company had neither the de- 
sire nor the ability to buy out railroads, 
however cheaply they might be obtained, 
should count for something. It is under 
stood that the settled policy now is to make 
the system as it is show a profit from opera- 
tion. This profit is not as great as conid be 
desired, and is not sufficient to enabie the 
company to prosecute certain needed better- 
ments. Unaer these circumstances the acqui- 
sition of more mileage would be consi 
injudicious. owners and administra- 
tive officers of the system declare themselves 
thus, and itis tolly tor the newspapers to 
be fixing up new deals with the Santa Fé 
posing as a purchaser. 

A BRILLIANT IDEA. 

The San Diego people are putting their 
heads together in good earnest in the effort 
to get that railroad built to Yuma. The 
lawyers, business men and supervisors have 
concocted a scheme to grade and construct 
a roadbed from San Diego to Yuma. The 
law, ithas been decided, does not permit 
the county to build a railroad; but there is 
nothing to prevent the authorities buildin 
a wagon road. [hey will go ahead and 
build a road, ostensibly for wagons, but td 
reality to give to some company as a ready- 
made rigut-of-way. Then ties and ‘rails 
will be laid and a railroad will be the re-, 
sult, Great scheme. 

A SOUTHERN PACIFIC BRANCH.

THE IMAGINARY GRIEVANCES OF 
SAN DIEGO, 


The San Diego papers are still con- 
cerned about the asserted preference 
shown by settlets and tourists arriving 


$5 in Southern California for Los Angeles 


and adjacent territory. The Sun sug- 
gests that San Diego establish a dis- 
play of fruit, vegetables and minerals, 
in Los Angeles, to the end that eastern 
visitors may be “undeceived” about 
the resources of that county. Asa 
test of this method of procedure, the 
Sun further suggests that the display 
to be made at the second annual citrus 
fair of Southern California, to be held 
next month, should be the finest that 
can possibly be drawn from the orange 
and lemon groves of San Diego county. 

Now, this is a sensible proposition— 
far more so than other schemes which 
have been ventilated in the city of bay 
and climate, from time to time, for 
the purpose of knocking out Los An- 
geles. This is fair, legitimate rivalry, 
which we welcome, and to which the 
leading citizens of Los Angeles will, 
we are sure, be prepared to offer ail 
proper encouragement. For, in spite 
of our esteemed San Diego contempo- 
raries, we maintain that the fecling of 
bitter hatred and jealousy of San 
Diego, which its papers are so fond of 
prating about, is but a figment of their 
own over-heated imaginations. It is, 
of course, true that there are real- 
estate estate agents, hotel-keepers, and 
other directly-interested persons here 
--asin any other city—who, in their 
anxiety to further their private inter- 
ests, may deal in depreciatory remarks 
about San Diego—or any other place— 
to persons who talk of going there. lt 
would be strange if similar instances 
could not be found in San Diego, but 
we do not hold all the citizens of that 
place responsible therefor. As to the 
bulk of our people, if there is any such 
sentiment prevalent as that constantly 
referred toby the papers down south, 
it is unbeknown to us, as it probably 
would not be, did it exist. Of cousre, 
we indulge in a little goodnatured 
raillery once in a while on the multi- 
farious projects floated by our South- 
ern neighbor—projects, many of 
which are excellent, if they could be 
carried out—but the San Diegans 
must indeed be touchy if they cannot 
stand an occasional joke of this sort. 

Los Angeles is interested in the 
prosperity and progress of every part 
of Southern California—of San Diego, 
San Bernardino, Orange and Ventura 
as well as of Los Angeles county.. As 
the commercial mstropolis of this ‘sec- 
tion, it is only natural that it should 
be.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA TIN. 


Another yaluable article will shortly 
be added to the products of Southern 
California. It is announced that in 
about a week the new furnace at the 
Temescal tin mines will turn out its 
first pig of commercial tin. This will 
not be the first tin produced in the Té- 
mescal mines. A Perris correspondent 
of the Chronicle calls attention to the 
fact that the dress of type cast 
for that paper .in 1872, by Pal- 
mer & Rey, of San_ Francisco, 
‘was made from Temescal tin, do- 
nated for that purpose by Mr. Robin- 
son, who also furnished the ty pe-found- 
ers with information that enabled 
them to secure asupply of antimony. 
Fifteen tons of ore were smelted in 
that year, averaging 25 per cent. tin, 
and a fine exbibit.made at the Mechan- 
ic’s Fair, tin pigs being piled up toa 
height of twelve feet or more. The 
Pioneers in that year offered a gold 
medal tothe industry promising the 
greatest results to California, and the 
awarding committee were unable to 
decide between the tin industry and 
the Pacific rolling mills, which were 
established about that time. The gues- 
tion was finally settled by awarding a 
gold medal to each. 


Tue latest daily circular received on | 
the subject of Indians and their 
grievances telis us that the Bureau of 
Catholic Indian Missions is a power- 
ful organization for promoting Cathol- 
icism among Indians, and to this end 
it seeks to secure the largest possibie 
number of Catholics in the Govern- 
ment Indian service.

\oN THE CHARGE OF UXORCIDE 


A Meek, Smooth-looking Citizen 


_| With a Long Career of Inhuman 


Brutality—Demure but 
Devilish—The Crime. 


SANTA BARBARA, Feb. 14.—| Corre- 
spondence of Tue Times.| This city 
is already crowded with witnesses and 


| prospective jurors in the case of the 


People vs. Dr. A. J? Lawrencé, wh ose 
trial for the murder of his wife will be- 
gin here, tomorrow. 

The crimiual calendars of this State, 
like those of nearly all the western 
States and Territories, have been dark- 
ened by many atrocious and flendish 
deeds of depravity, but none of them 
contain more appalling features than 
this one, if the general opinion of the 
community is anything like a true cri- 
terion in the premises. Another re- 
markable feature of this case is that 
the defendant looks anything other 
than a criminal. Heistall and com- 
manding, bas an intelligent and pleas- 
ing appearance, and a face that is 
‘‘cnild-like and bland.’’ I should re- 
garda him as a perfect type of the Sun- 
superintendent of pe- 
riod, 

That he issomething quite different 
in character may be iaferred from 
what follows: 

According to the most trustworthy 
information, this male -biped has 
amused him-elf for fourteen years in 
the exhiliarating and delectable pas- 
time of beating hiswife. She seems to 
bave endured this treatment with a 
resignation and fortitude found no- 
where else except in the female charac- 
ter, and very seldom there. 

But the long-delayed ending came at 
last; the physical life could hold out no 
longer, and death came to the relief of 
the poor, helpless sufferer. 

On the 8th of November last, this 
monstrous defendant beat and kicked 
his wife with unusual severity—and 
that means the most diabolical torture 
—from the effects of which, according 
to the finding of the coroner’s jury and 
the opinion of the general public, she 
died on the 15th of December. ‘ 

This couple had a home at Los 
Olivos in this county, and for some 
time prior to her death Mrs. Lawrence 
had been postmistress at that place. 
The **Doctor” had passed most of his 
time for a couple of years on a home- 
stead claim near Cold Bpcings, a few 
miles from this city, on the stage road 
from this place to Los Olivos. He 
lived here in arough cabiuv, and bis 
shy and austere bearing gave rise to a 
new appellation for “‘Dr.’’ Lawrence, 
and he was very generally spoken of as 
the “Cold Springs herimit.”’ OUccasion- 
ally, however, he visited his wife at 
Los Olivos, and invariably “made his 
presence feit’’ while there.. On the oc- 
easion of the last act in this terrible 
domestic drama, the ‘‘Doctor’’ had just 
returned *“*home”’ on one of his periodi- 
cal visits. Regarding the particulars of 
this last affair, she, in an ante-mortem 
statement, said: “‘He called me vile 
and opprobrious names, and kicked me 
severely several times, until finally I 
bfell to the floor. then kicked me 
many times while 1 was down, bruising 
my limbs and cp © After I got up he 
kicked me again, knocking me down, 
and then kicked me until | was insen- 
sible. After l again got up he threat- 
ened me with a revolver and struck me 
on the head many times with it. Le 
then ordered me to go to our dwelling 
and kicked Me several times on the 
way. When we arrived there he again 
attacked me, pulling my hair and fin- 
ally knocking me down, and then he 
kickec me on the leg until the skin 
burst open.”’ 
|. Could anything be more fiendisb, 
more diabolical than this? 

One favorite mode of torture by this 
human brute wusto place one of his 
wife’s hands in a vice, which he kept 
ina shop, and then tightening it so 
that she could not get loose, and then 
go away and leave her there for hours 
atatime. He employed other means 
of torture, according to common re- 
-port, which were so utterly vile and so 
horribly tiendish ast 
lication. 

Lawrence, soon after the assault of 
November 8, was arrested, tried and 
convicted for simple assault, and got 
six months in the County Jail, owing 
to the aggravated nature of the case, 
but was soon afterward released on a 
writ of habeas corpus. Buthis wife 
growing worse and worse he was re- 
arrested for assault with intent to 
commit murder, and on the examina- 
tion was held to bail in the sum of 
$5000, which, failing to give, he was 
committed to jail again. 

Atter Mrs. Lawrence’s death the 
District Attorney filed an information 
against Lawrence charging him with 
the crime of murder. He had an 
exhaustive preliminary examination 
before a justice of this city on Decem- 
ber 30, and was held in the Superior 
Court without bail. January 16 he was 
called into court to plead. His coun- 
sel moved to set aside the information, 
which was denied. He then pleaded 
not guilty, and the case was set for 
trial February 16, 1891. The case

TEMPERANCE OF JEWS, 


Why the Race Avoids Many Danger- 
ous Pitfalls. 

Rabbi Schindler of Boston in a re- 
cent address in answer to the question 
‘“‘Why-are there no drunkards among 
the Jews?” said that one reason why 
they had abstained from the immoder- 
ate use of intoxicating drinks was be- 
cause such beverages were never pro- 
hibited. There would, he said, be 
less sin in the world and fewer sinners 
if there were fewer rules, ordinances 
and laws to be transgressed. No 
sooner isa thing prohibited than at 
atonce acraving tor it arises in the 
human mind. The second cause of 
of temperance among the Jews was 
the care and attention given to food. 
The Rabbi thought that women who 
are working against the evils of in- 
temperance should devote half 
the time now give to 
public meetings: and to preparing 
speeches to the study of cook-books 
and to the preparation of proper food for 
their husbands, brothers and sons. 
The third cause why Jewa had re- 
mained temperate was their pleasant 
family life, and the fourth was the in- 
culcation of the Jewish religion that 
man should rely upon himself, make | 
this world a pleasant abode, and that 
he has and needs no mediator between 
himself and his God. Rabbi Schindler 
maintained that attention should be 
given to the strengthening of the will, 
that the doctrine which teaches man to 
rely upon®thers for aid should be ex- 
changed for such as teach self-reliance, 
that instead of telling the drunkard 
that we pray for him and that he 
should look to a mediator to remove 
the temptation and destroy his vicious 
appetite, we should make him realize ) 
that he must master his appetite by 
his own will power. The lecturer 
thought that if civilization is to be 
measured by the temperate habits of a 
people and by mastery over appetites 
and passions, the palm is due to the 
Jews, who can pride themselves on 
having done, by word and example, as 
much for humanity as those who per- 


civilization.

STATE CAPITAL 
The Governor at His Desk 
Once More. 


Favorable Report on the Anti-boycott 
Bill in the Senate. 


The Assembly Shows a Disposition to 
Cut Down Appropriations. 


Opinion of the Attorney-General on 
_ the Fire Bili—The New Con- 
tempt Measure Be- 
: comes a Law.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 17.—[{By the As- 
sociated Press. | For the first time in 
two or three weeks Gov. Markham ap- 
peared at his office today in the Capitol 
having so far recovered from his severe 
iliness as to permit of attendance to his 
duties. His only distinctively official 
act was to sign the Barry Contempt 
Bill and the bill autborizing the offer- 
ing ofa reward of $2500 for the con- 
viction of the Napa murderers. 
Attorney General Hart has rendered 
an opinion unfavorable to the Daly 
Bill. He gays: 
I do not consider the isions 
bill broad enough to include the ay ona 
county of San Francisco, or any other city 
and county which may hereafter be organ- 
ized under the Constitution. The fire com- 
missioners may, if the act so provides, be 
appointed or elected. as follows: First, 
they may 0e appointed by the Governor; 
second, they may be appointed by the city, 
county, or board of supervisors or legisia- 
tive department of the city; third, 
they may be nominated by the 
Governor and confirmed by the legis- 
lative departinent of the municipality; 
fourth, they may be elected. The first 
clause of section 7 of the act is sufficient to 
obviate the objection made to the first sec- 
tion. The first section might be amended 
by adding the words “city council” in line 
two, orthe words “or legislative depart- 
mept.” Other than thisI do not see any 
legal or constitutional objection to the bill.

FLOODS AT PITTSURGH. 

PITTSBURGH, Feb. 17.—The present

ghany City has suffered most. Several 
streets are under water, and at least 
one thousand cellurs are flooded. 
Great apprebension is felt there as two 
natural gas explosions tonight bave 
endangered life and ruined. property. 
It is feared others may follow as 
meters and pipes are several 
feet under water and cannot be reached. 
The mills along the river have sbut 
down because of flooded fires and 
thousands of men are idiing about the 
river banks. 

On the Pittsburgh side cellars and 
houses ou the low grounds are flooded 
and people are beginnolng to move out.

ILL-FATED JOHNSTOWN.

THE NEEDHAM-RYAN FIGHT AT 
MINNEAPOLIS. | 


The Californian Whipped by the Chi- 
cago Bruiser—Ryan Is Now 
Welter-weight Champion 
of the World. 


By Telegraph to The Times. . 

MINNEAPOLIS (Minn,,) Feb. 17.— 
[By the Associated Press.) Twelve 
hundred people gathered in the club 
rooms of the Twin City Athletic Club 
tonight, to witness the much-talked-of 
fight between the welter-weights Danny 
Needham of California and Tom Ryan 
of Chicago for a purse of $1000, eight- 
hundred dollars to the winner, Queens- 
berry rules to a finish. Needbam 
weighed in at 1374 and Ryan 139%. 
Joe Mannix was chosen referee. Four 
ounce gloves were used. There had been 
much talk during the day about Need- 
ham’s hands being in bad shape, and 
that he would fight with them. in a 
plaster. The Ryan men strenuously 
objected to this, but the directors of 
the club, tothe surprise of everyone. 
allowed the plaster to go. The men 
entered the ring at 9:15. betting was | 
then about even. s 4 

The first round ended in Needham’s 
favor after a sbarp interchange of 
blows with no harm done. Ryan then 
forced the fighting, but Needham 
countered successfully, and so the fight 
went op round after round without any 
apparent damage on either side. In 
the fifth Ryan poked his left into 
Needham’s left eye, partly closing it, 
and thereafter persistently tried to 
disable the other one, his tactics 
being evidently to blind Needham. 
The latter was guarded, however, and 
kept playing for Ryan’s wind. ‘hey 
then took changes at chasing each 
other, and Needham’s face began to 
how signs of punishment. 

Inthe twenty-seventh round Ryan 
rushed right and loft, getting in three 
good blows, and driving eedham 
against the ropes. Needham, at this 
time, and for several rounds after was 
not using bis right. 

In the thirty-first Needham forced 
the fighting, and in a clinch Ryan 
tried to throw him. Needham received 
a hot right-band smash which swelled 
his upper lip. 

In the thirty-fourth Ryan opened 
with an awful right, which sent Need- 
ham to the ropes. The latter then 
began using his right again freely and 
there was some vicious fighting. 

In the thirty-fifth and thirty-sixth 
rounds Ryan got in two more good 
smashes on Needham’s ribs, but with- 
out doing much apparent damage. 

In the thirty-seventh the fighting 
was fdat and furious, but ended in 
Ryan’s favor. 

Needham’s face showed evidence of 
severe punishment, but both men, 
aside from that, appeared in good 
shape, and soit went on, many blows 
being exchanged without visible re- 
sults, each taking turns in rushing the 
other until the fifty-second round, 
when Ryag rushed Needham to the 
ropes, and narrowly escaped a knock- 
out blow. 

Up to thistime sporting. men pro- 
nounced the fight one of the most sci- 
entific ever seen. Not.a foul had been 
hit or claimed. 

At the end of the sixtieth round, at 
1:30 a. m., the referee aunounced that 
he understood the fight was to be tou 
finish and that he would make the 
men fight. The men resumed fighting 
with vigor. Upto this time Ryan did 
not show a mark of punishment. 

At 2.20 a. m. President Harris of 
the. Twin City Club again announced 
his intention of making the men fight 
toafinish. Upto this time seventy 
three rounds had been fought and the 
— were simply walkidg around each 
other. 

In the seventy fourth round Neeham 
forced the fighting, but did little 
damage. He got in a smash on Ryan’s 
face and Ryan returned it almost 
scoring a knock-down. 

In the seventy-fifth the fighting was 
hot and fast, and Ryan scored first 
blood. ‘Che audience went wild. Des- 
perate in fighting followed. 

In the seventy-sixth, Ryan knocked 
Needham down with his left. There 
was aclinch and Needham went down 
again. Ryan then upper-cut with right 
and left, knocking Needham down re- 
peatedly, and only the call of time 
saved him from being knocked out. 
As it was he was carried to-his corner 
in a dazed condition. 

Before time was called again his gec- 
onds threw up the sponge. Ryan’s ad- 
mirers went wiid, and as the audience 
dispersed were bugging and tossing 
him; Tommy Ryan is now the cham- 
pion welter-weight of the world.

It seems almost incredible that own- 
ers of citrus and deciduous fruit-trees, 
after being forewarned, will allow 
their orchards to be practically de- 
stroyed by the scale; and yet such is 
the case. 

Inspector Richardson said yesterday 
that there are a great number of trees 
infested, especially by the red scale, 
and that the owners have taken no 
steps to eradicate it. One man, it is 
said, refuses to do so because he wants 
to fight the Horticultural Commission. 

Compere’s spraying outfit of Los 
Angeles, which did considerable work 
here, has left town after they could 
find no more orders to fill. As a result, 
if aman wants to spray bis trees, it is 
an expensive operation, both as regards 
time and moaey, as he has to prepare 
an entire outfit for himself. 

The existing state of affairs is much 
to be deplored. If the scale is allowed 
to spread many trees will be lost. 
This, indeed, is likely to happen, as 
people are more apt to become indif- 
ferent wheu no spraying outfit is pro- 
curable. 

Mr. Richardson offers what seems 
to beavery “sensible suggestion. It 
isthatthe city purchase a spraying 
outfit for use within the borough 
limits. Thus the scale-destroyer would 
always be athand. It ought to prove 
a paying investment, and if properly 
presented to the city trustees the mat- 
ter would at least receive careful con- 
sideration.
